a large pile of straw which caught fire from 
flying sparks and in turn set fire to the gro- 
cery and feed store. From this point the 
flames spread south and north, burning back 
through Arnold’s six cottages to the corner 
of Fulton street and northward toward the 
railroad. 

Ia order to understand the situation it 
should be borne in mind that by a deflection 
of Lake street Fulton street is a block south 
of Lake at Forty-eighth street. East of the 
feed store on Lake street were Peter Hughes’ 
cottage and Swartz & Williams’ hardware 
store; the latter in Lynch’s two-story build- 
ing. These soon fell a prey to the flames, 
which in the meantime had crossed Lake 
street and were making havoc of the baild- 
ings at that point. Charles Sorrenson’s two- 
story building, a three-story building owned 
by J. Davis, ana two two-story buildings, one 
on the corner and one adjoining, owned by a 


man named Bretz. all seemed to catch fire at 
ouce, and, all oeing wooden structures, went 


down rapidly in the general conflagration.

two new buildings erected by Fisher Bros., 
barbers, who occupied a shop in one of them. 
M. Holth had a shoe store in one of the Fish- 
er buildings and succeeded in saving part or 
his stocks The only other tenant in these 
two buildings was the owner of a little 
paint shop, whose loss, though small, 
was compiete. Fisher Bros.’ buildings were 
the last on Forty-eighth street in the line of 
the fire south of the railroad and none of the 
buildings on that street north of the tracks 
were damaged. By constantly pouring 
water on the roof the railway station was 
saved. Several times little tongues of fire 
broke out on the platform and building, but 
these were quickly extinguished, and beyond 
a blistering of the paint by tne great heat

the railway company’s property escaped 
serious damage. 

IT CROSSES THE TRACKS, 

When the fire ‘on the south side of 
the tracks reached the corner of Forty- 
eighth and Kinzie streets large blazing cin- 
ders were carried high into the air and were 
blown among the buildings on the north 
side, and itsoon became apparent that un- 
less a stream ot water could be brought 
to beur on the row of houses facing 
the tracks on Kinzie street the fire 
would spread with disastrous results 
on the north side. The engines were 
useless from latk of water. In spite of the 
desperate efforts of men, women, children, 
and firemen, who formed lines from every 
cistern and weil and passed buckets of water 
Bf ladders to the tops of houses, the —

Never in Chicago has there been paid a 
public tribute teeming with more hearty sin- 
cerity and loyal good-feliowship than the 
one which was tendered to its honored Presi- 
dent by the Chicago Club.

AN ENCHANTING SPECTACLE. 

But the great parlor on the third floor pre- 
sented the most enchanting spectacle of all. 
It was like a vision of fairyland. At the 
West end of the apartment is an old- 
fashioned fireplace. At least the red and white 
streaked tulips which completely coucealed it 
assumed that shape, Here and there amid 
the tulips gleamed a dainty electric arc. 
Walling in gracetul folds on either side twin 
National flags leut a patrioticair. Over yf all 
on an arch of ivy fern perched an enormous 
eagie of white hyacinths, in its beak a gar- 
land of roses with daisies intertwined. 

Nor was music wanting. From behind a 
dense screen of palms, in the café, came the 
enchanting strains of the Hungarian orches- 
tra. In the billiard-room was stationed 
Hand’s orchestra, while on the dining-room 
floor a dozen mendolins and guitars filled the 
air with music.

Standing in front of an immense bank of 
azaleas in the third floor card-room Mr. Lin- 
coln for three hours shook hands and passed 
a pleasant word with each one of a seem ing- 
ly inexhaustible procession of friends.

There were ne toasts and no 
speeches, but an infinite amount of lively 
conversation kept pace with the discussion 
of an admirably ordered menu.

ALLEGED CROOKEDNESS AT INDIANAPOLIS 


Men Carried on the Assessor's Pay-Roll 
Who Performed No Services. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 8.—[Special.]— 
The discovery that money has been drawn 
for several persons whose names are on the 
pay-roll of the Assessor of Indianapolis, 
without their knowledge, has led to some as- 
tounding disclosures, and today it was found 
that since 1886 $1,200 has been drawn in the 
name of a young man named Jose Fawcett, 
distantly related to the Assessor’s chief 
clerk, who rendered no service for the 
money. It has been found that another man 
was on the pay-roll for over a year without 
rendering any services. Six names have 
been on the pay-roiil without the knowledge 
of the persons for whom the money was 
drawn. The Marion County Board of Com- 
missioners are involve with the Assessor, 
who claims that the Commissioners made 
the allowances with the understanding that 
the money was to be kept by him. The grand 
jury is investigating the matter, and it is ex- 
pected that extensive frauds wiil be dis- 
closed. 


WOMEN AND THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 


The “Female License Suffrage Bill” in Fa- 
vor with Massachusett« Legisiators. 

Boston, Mass., May 8—([Special. |—Massa- 
chusetts women are juvilant over the pas- 
sage to a third reading in the Senate yester- 
day of the Female License Suffrage bill.“ 
This measure briefly proposes that Every 
woman whose name shall be on the register 
of voters of any city or town as qualified ac- 
cording to law to vote for members of school 
committees in election thereof shal: be given 
the right to vote upon the question of grant- 
mg licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in such city or town in the same man- 
ner as if she were a qualified male voter.“ 
This privilege would not give women an op- 
portunity to express themselves on the ques- 
tion of constitutional prohibition or indeed 
on the liquor question at all aside from the 
simple yes or no“ in the matter of 
granting licenses. The matter was before 
the Legislature last year and passed the 
House with a rush, but was rejected in the 
Senate, though by the narrow margin of 
19 to 20.

UTILIZING SALT WATER IN OIL WELLS. 


The Process of a Findlay, 0., Company by 


Which Cheap Sait Is Made. 

FrNDLAx, O., May 8.—[Special.]—The great 
difficulty with which oil and gas operators 
have had to contend in the Northwestern 
Ohio fiela is the presence of salt water, 
which often comes into a well while drilling. 
rendering it worthless ana a dead loss; or, if 
the well escapes at the time of drilling, an 
extra demand upon the capacity will bring 
in the salt wuter so strongly as to destroy its 
usefulness. 

There has never been any way discovered 
whereby this difficulty could be obviated. but 
within the last few months experiments 
have been prosecuted in this city by a com- 
pany which demonstrate successfully the 
fact that this salt water can be utilized in 
the manufacture of an excelient quality of 
salt. This company last fall purchased two 
gas wells which had been abandoned on ac- 
count of the salt water which came into them 
rendering them worthless. .The company 
began a series of experiments and under a 
new process they have been enabled to pro- 
duce salt at a cost which enables the com- 
pany to sell their product lower than any salt 
manufacturing institution in the country. 

The process under which this company ex- 
perimented and is now working is as yeta 
secret. The company 1s now erecting exten- 
sive works and is backed by an abundance of 
capital. It is the p se of the company to 
purchase all the oil and gas weils which are 
affected by salt water and pipe th fluid to 
their retinery in this city, tne same as gas and 
crude ‘petroleum is now handled. 


BEER FOR THE VETERANS. 


A Sensational Liquor Case on Trial at Em- 
poria, Kas.

On her sec 
ond trip from Liverpool to New York the new 
Inman Line steamship City of Paris, which 
arrived at her pier here today at 2 o’ciock, 
has broken the record for the fastest trans- 
Atlantic voyage, reaucing it to five davs 
twenty-three hours and seven minutes. The 
quickest trip heretofore upon record was that 
of the Eturia—sjx days one hour and nity 
minutes. The difference in favor of the City 

Paris is two hours and forty-eight minutes. 

o City ot Paris not only broke the record 
forthe entire voyage, but also made the 
quickest single day’s run, having accom- 
plished ay, May 7, 511 miles. The 
longest run previously made in a s:ngle day 
was 500 miles by the Umbria of the Cunard 
Line. The run of the Cfty of Paris for each 
day was as follows: 

May 3, 445 miles; May 4, 492 miles; May 5, 
504 miles: May 6, 505 miles; May 7, 511 miles; 
May 8, 385 miles to Sandy Hook. The City 
of Paris was commanded by Capt. Frederick 
Watkins and brought a large number of sa.

Bostox, Mass., May 8.— The annual report 
of the directors of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé Railroad for the year ended Dec. 
Al, 1888, was given out this evening, com pari- 
son being made with the year 1887. It shows: 
Average number of miles overated, 3,020; in- 
crease, 307; gross earnings, $15,672,913; de- 


crease, $2,848,458; operating expenses, includ- % 


ing taxes, 611,027,161; increase, $618,707; net 
earnings, deducting taxes, $4,585,951, de- 
crease. $3,467,160. It will thus be seen that 
the earnings for the year 1888 are $2,848,455 
less than during the preceding year, a de- 
crease ot 154-10 per cent. Of this decrease 
$801,008 is the loss on passenger Qusiness and 
$2,054,300 is the loss on freight trafic. 

The number of passengers carried one 
mile was 1,928,799, against 2,139,628 during 

e year 1887, and the average received per 
passenger per mile was 2.271 cents, against 

Had the same 
rate been received in 1888 as in 1887 the 
passenger earnings would have increased 
$164,140, which would still have left a de- 
crease of $636,868, representing an absolute 
loss of business. , 

The number of tons of freight carried one 
mile during 1888 was 810,593,805, against 909. 
167,842 in 1887, showing a decrease of 98,574,- 
Or tons. The average rate per ton per mile 
was 1.258 cents in 1888, against 1.547 cents in 
1887, showing a decrease in the rate of .089 
cent. If the same rate per ton per mile had 
deen received in 1888 asin 1887 the freight 
earnings would have been increased 8721.48. 
leaving still a decrease of $1,382,872 from the 
freight earnings of 1887 on account of actual 
business.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May &—[Special.]—The 
question whether the mileuge paid by railroad 
companies for the use of the private refrig- 
erator, live stock, and tank cars could not or is 
not being used for the purpose of evading the 
provisions of the Inter-State Commerce law was 
investigated by tne Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission today. As at yestérday’s meeting, when 
the commission question was up, the roads sup- 
posed to know the least of the question under 
consideration were called upon first by Chairman 
Cooley to give their evidence. As a natural re- 
sult the foreneon session brought forth 
little that threw any light upon the subject. 
General Manager Hayes of the Niagara Falls 
Short Line, M. D. 8. Gray of the Pennsylvania, 
General Freight Agent Mackey of the Michigan 
Central, and officials of other Eastern lines tes- 
tified with great unanimity that they were now 
paying more than three-quarters of a cent a mile 
per car for the use of private refrigerator cars 
and that they had abolished the practice of 
paying mileage for private stock cars. Mr. 
Spriggs ot the Nickel-Plate admitted that his 
company had a contract with the Lackawanna 
Car Company at one cent a mile per car. The 
contract Was afterwards put in evidence. As 
the Nickel-Plate was known to have such con- 
tract in existence the statement created no sur- 
prise. 

The evidence of General Freight Agent David 
Brown of the Chicago & Grand Trunk also dif- 
fered somewhat from that of the other Eastern 
roads. He said his company was paying one 
cent a mile per car for the use of private refrig- 
erator-cars, having never joined in the arrange- 
ment making the rate three-quarters of @ cent 
per mile. 

The first ripple of excitement was caused by 
the statement of Traffic Manager Wicker of the 
Chicago & Northwestern that only Armour & Co.

„Following the opening of these new lines 
came active and vigorous competition for 
the diminished business and a reduction of 
rates which had to be met, but which under 
the provisions of the Inter-State biil couid 
be met only at the cost of propor- 
tionate reductions to and from. almost 
ail other points on our lines, whether 
they were reached by our competitors or not. 
Before the enactment of that law this compe- 
tition would have been regulated by an ar- 
ranged division of business, but any such ar- 
rangement being now prohibited the compe- 
tition has continued with the usuai result of 
loss to all interests. 

„Inu common with all roads, and particu- 
larly with those of the West, we have suf- 
fered largely from unremuneérative rates. 
Many causes bave contributed to the existing 
trouble in this respect. First shouid be 
counted a tendency to low rates, which has 
long been growing, and which owes its 
existence to a Variety of reasons. Tem- 
porary reductions rapidly become per- 
manent, while it is with great difficulty 
that an advance in rates, either temporary or 
permanent, can be maintained. The fixing 
of rates is a subject of great complexity and 
difficulty at best. A vast number of ele- 
ments enterinto it. Conditions so variabic 
have to be taken into consideration that tne 
question what are just rates—that is, wnat 
rates will produce a fair return upon in- 
vested capital—is only capabie of 
an approximate answer. The difliculty is 
increased by the fact that in dealing with 
the public the raiiroad is beset with obsta- 
cles not connected with the subject, but 
created by those whose interests are averse 
to those of me raiiroad. The public voice, 
whether speaking through legislative bodies, 
administrative offices, or business commun 
ties, invariably favors lower rates. Ine 
competition between individuals, localities, 
and commercial centres, not less than that 
between railroads, stimulates the aownward 
tendency. 

* With all these influences working in 
practical combination to reduce the earning 
power ot railroads, their right to make any 
com bination for self-protection has been de- 
nied by State and National enactments. The 
theory of these laws is radically false, be- 
cause they overlook the fact that the public 
interest requires stability in rates 
not less than that they should 
be fair and reasonabie. Nothing can 
be more certuin than that unrestrained com- 
petition artificially stimulated by public sen- 
timent is productive of far more evil than 
good. The recent amendment of the Inter- 
State Commerce act, by which reduction of 
rates without notice is forbiaden, is a recog- 
nition of this princpie, to be followed, itis 
hoped, by other needed changes. The long 
and short haul clause is another feature of 
the Inter-State Commerce act which was no 
doubt intended to secure justice and prevent 
discrimination as between localities. But 
the actual effect has been to build up certain 
towns and cities at the expense of others, to 


’ disarrange the commerce of the country, to 


force business into unnatural channels, and 
to enlarge the traffic of a few lines while 
crippling and déstroying that of many. 

„To deal with these discouraging condi- 
tions has been a difficult task, but to them 
have been added many others which should 
be mentioned. In several of the Western 
States rates have been established by law 
which are ruinously low, and, although our 
system has been comparatively free from 
this injustice, it will be easily seen 
that we cannot entirely escape its ef- 
fects. When rates in lowa are arbitrarily 
forced down the difficulty of maintaining 
fair rates in adjoining States is immeasur- 
ably increased. It is but natural that Ne- 
braska and Kansas should object to paying 
what transportation is worth when lowa and 
Illinois can get it for less. The result is a 
constant pressure upon railroad companies 
to make their rates conform to those estab- 
lished by law im neighboring States. 

‘** Another influence has worked against the 
maintenance of reasonable rates and espe- 
the failure 


ness. But, aside from competition, there is, 
in time of business depression, another influ- 
ence which injuriousiy affects rates—namely : 
the difficulty of maintaining the price of 
transportation when the price of everything 
else bas depreciated.

GOULD AT HIs OLD TRICKS, 


The Wizard Fupnishes Wall Street Another 
Sencatidh—A Clever Scheme. 

New York, May 8.—[Special.|—Jay Gould 
seems to be at his old tricks again. Holders 
of St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas first mort- 
gage bonds were startied today by the an- 
nouncement that the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany refused to hand over cash for any more 
of the May 1 coupons on these bonds. This 
default greatly excited WalFstreet and per- 
sons interested rushed in search of informa- 
tion to the Mercantile Trust Company and 
also to the Central ‘Trust Company, the lat- 
ter being the trustee of the mortgage. Offi- 
cials of both these companies were reticent, 
as were also the railroad people, pending the 


arrival of the President of the road, whois 


expected here tomorrow. 

The Central Trust Company issued its own 
certificates in exchange for the first mort- 
gage bonds of the railroad company, and 
these certificates are now outstanding and 
represent the bonds which aggregate about 
#17,000,000. It is customary for a financial 
institution in this position toact for the com- 
pany in paying out the interest on the bonds, 
and the Central Trust Company did this un- 
tii Jay Gould practically got control of the 
road some eighteen months ago after pur- 
chasing a block of the second mortgage 
bonds. Through his influence the Mercantile 
Trust Company six months ago advertised 
that it would pay the coupons due Nov. 1. 
There was previously some doubt in Wall 
street as to whether those coupons would be 
paid, and the bonds had a sharp decline in 
consequence, However, they were paid. 
The semi-annual interest on the bonds 
amounts to about $492,000. The May coupons 
began to be presented at the Mercantile last 
week, and about $140,000 had been paid when 
the apparent default occurred. 

It is conceded that the Mercantile Trust 
Company shut down in consequence of a let- 
ter trom the Ventral Trust Company. Just 
what that letter contained could not be 
learned officialiy, but this is what well-in- 
formed people conjecture: The St. Louis, Ar- 
kansas & Texas Railway Company has not 
been finanéially flush. for some time, and 
Gould made up his mind that 6 per cent was 
too high a rate te pay on the bonds in ques- 
uon, particularly as only 5 per cent is paid on 


the bonds of the St. Louis & Iron Mountain 


Road, which 1t parallels across the State of 
Arkansas. In order to secure a foreclosure in 
his own interests he decided to quietly 
furnish the money to the Mercantile Trust 
Company to buy the coupons and keep them 
uncanceled. This naturally would give him 
a lien prior to that of the bondholders. The 
Centrai Trust Company, as the trustee, got 
an inkling of this and demanded the surren- 
der of the coupons that it might cancel them. 
Ine Mercantile refused to surrender them 
except for cash, and as a result of the con- 
troversy ceased payment. 

A sensational coificidence was the sudden 
death in Berlin of Banker William Rosenheim 
of that city today from an apoplectic stroke.

THE DRAINAGE BILL IN DANGER. 

The Senate yesterday referred to its 

Judiciary Committee the Drainage bill ana 
the amendments submitted by the con.mittee 
by which it was originally considered. This 
means further delays when the session is 
fast drawing to a close and less than three 
working weeks remain and when the bill 
has yet to go back to tne House, where con- 
currence in the amendments will be fought, 
by a minority it is true, but a desperate, un- 
scrupulous one. 
Tue pretense for the reference was that 
the lawyers of the Judiciary Committee 
might pass on the constitutional questions 
alleged to be involved, though each member 
knows what they are, how frivolous they 
are, has made up his mind concerning them, 
and can discuss them in the Senate as well 
as in the committee-room. In reality it was 
thus referred at the instance of Sanford of 
Morris and Gen. John M. Paimer, who has 
succeeded in getting Senator Shutt of San- 
gamon to do for him in one House what 
Messrs. Jones and Lester did in the other. 
It is one of Falmer's last devices to beat a 
measure which he has opposed, probably be- 
cause he has a railroad fee at stake, and 
doesn’t like this city anyway. He has hopes 
that by keeping itsome days in committee, 
and thén having it reported back with 
amendments which have to be printed, and 
the printing of which somé other Springfield 
tool will delay, he will be able to block the 
action of the Senate se long that the bill will 
get back to the House in the closing hours 
of the session, when asmall minority can 
beatit. This is his last card, and he hopes it 
will be a trump one. 

The Cook County Senators and others in- 
terested in the passage of the Drainage bill 
should see to it that that measure is not sti- 
fied in committee, but that it is acted on in- 
stanter; that the amendments, if any are 
made, are printed at once; and that the Sen- 
ate, which will adjourn for good two weeks 
from next Tuesday, gets the bill out of its 
hands and back into those of the House by 
the beginning of next week at the farthest. 
Let them show that they have more in- 
fluence in the Senate than those railroad 
lawyers and railroad lobbyists who are 
bent on beating the bill because it will im- 
prove the canal and the navigation of the 
Illinois, and thus establish a permanent 
regulator and controller of their freight 
rates. They want to break down this last 
barrier of half the people of IIlinois against 
their high charges. If that can be done, 
what do the Eastern stockholders of these 
railways care? What is it to them that a 
millon “people in and about Chicago are 
stifled by sewage and their water supply 
poisoned? To them a dividend is a higher 
and a holier thing than the lives and health 
of multitudesof men. To carry out their pur- 
pose they stick at nothing. Through their 
attorneys, big end little, they have raised so- 
called constitutional objecuons which are 
absolute rot. They have used their money to 
fabricate a show of opposition to the bill 
among the valley people, wbo really favor it 
because it will benefit them. They have pre- 
cipitated their gang of lobvyists on the Legis- 
lature. It is for the Cook County members 
‘now to say if this shall succeed. 


“POWER WITHOUT FUEL.” . 

The fuel saving device recently constructed 
in Philjadeiphia by Mr. Edward Fales, and 
heralded to the world as the precursor of a 
new era in power production by men of 
the scientific reputation of Louis Blodgett, 
turns outto be only acomparatively com- 
monplaée improvement on former methods. 
By achange of draft arrangements the in- 
ventor appears to be able to save a smal! por- 
tion of the caloric which 1s otherwise wasted 
in obtaining power from fuel, but that is all. 
He has not even succeeded in effecting the 
conversion of all the chemical energy in the 
fuel into work; much less does he avoid any 
consumption of coal or its equivalent by any 
arrangement which converts the oxygen of 
the atmosphere into fuel. The idea that the 
new apparatus was destined to bring a revo- 
lution in methods of power production and 
in the chemicai theory of combustion turns 
out to be a mistake, though the claim Was 
advanced by aman whose position in scien- 
tific circles forbade diecredit tiil after a thor- 
ough examination. 

The world must now fall back on what 
many people may be disposed to regard as 
the old theory of combustion, though it was 
only formulated about a century ago. That 
is, that carbon and hydrogen, which form 
the bases of the most economical fuels, evolve 
a definite amount of heat energy in effecting 

n chemical union with oxygen. The process 
is called combustion, or burning. Defects in 
the methods of making this energy perform 
mechanical work, and especialiy the loss of 
heat by radiation, involve a vast difference 
between the theoretical and the practical re- 
sults. It is believed the best engines of to- 
day do not utilize so much as one-eighth part 
of the whole energy which chemical experi- 
ments prove to be locked up in the fuel just 
before itis burned. Yet even that enormous 
loss of fully seven-eighths is much less than 
the fuel consumers of twenty years ago sub- 
mitted to. There is room for further im- 
provement in this direction, but probably not 
for such a substitution as has been ciaimed 
was discovered in Philadeiphia a few months 
ago. That claim is too good to be true.“ 
To verify it would be to reverse what seems 
to be a law of nature, and that is a feat too 
great to be accomplished by mere human in- 
tellect or muscle, or both.

lem, and there need be no fear that they will 
not succeed before long in eliminating a 
large part of the outstanding loss of energy 
‘which now occurs in every case where man 
‘attempts to transform it or change the char- 
‘acter di its operation. But the work will 
have to be done by building upon what 1s 
The super- 
structure must be achieved in the usual way 
by proceeding upward, not by beginning at 
the roof and working down. To the latter 
kind of effort the alleged discovery in Phil- 
adelphia seems to belong.

NO PROTECTION FOR POOR MENS SAVINGS. 

The present House has done few worse 
things than when it voted Tuesday to strike 
out the enacting clause of the bill reguiring 


the Auditor of State to make a yearly exami- 


nation of the condition of each building and 
loan association and to make special exami- 
nations when asked to do so by a certain 
number of stockholders. It hus been decided 
that there shall be no supervision of institu- 
tions which are to the working classes of II- 
linois what the savings banks are to those ot 
New Engiand and New York. It has been 
decided to leave a free field to ignorance and 
dishonesty—to notify every speculator and 
swindier to go ahead and embezzie to his 
heart’s content. A majority of we Repre- 
sentatives do not care. 

Itis quite natural a Chicago Democratic 
member should be found at the head of the 
opponents of the bill. In this as in other 
General Assemblies it has been noticed that 
those measures which have been specially 
for the benefit of laboring men have had no 
more persistent enemies than Cook County 
Democrats who owe their ssats to the votes 
of workingmen, and who, before ‘election, 
are perpetually telling them what they will 
do for them if ever they getachance. This 
has been done over and over again, and yet 
the same constituencies have reélected the 
same men. There must be some pleasure in 
being cheated and fooled by a tonguey 
demagogue. itis impossible to explain on 
any ower theory the devotion of these 
voters to men who are continually betraying 
them. 

The, one argument of those who beat tke 
bill was that there had been no trouble thus 
far and the proposed examination would be 
expensive. Hence it was unnecessary. The 
houses or stores of these members have not 
yet burat down; therefore they do not waste 
money on insurance. They have not had the 
smail-pox; therefore they do not get vacci- 
nated. The men who voted against the bill 
would admit that they did take out insurance 
policies and did get vaccinated. Why, 
then, cannot they see that what is paid to 
the Auditor for an examinatiou is in the 
nature of insurance? Probably because most 
of them have not sense enough to see it. 

The financial ocean is smooth now and it 
is easy sailing. But if a panic wers to come 
—and when it does it comes unexpectedly—it 
would be found that many associations in 
their eagerness to do business had made 
loans on property whose inflated valuation 
so shrunk that it was not worth the face of 
the mortgage. It would be found that trust- 
ed managers had been speculating on their 
own account with association funds and, be- 
ing vinched, were unable to settle their ac- 
counts. One association after another would 
go down, and then there would be a weeping 


‘and wailing and gnashing of teeth, and 


curses on tne heads of those legislators who 
might have prevented it but did not. The 
stockholders would have saved the cost of 
the examination and lost their capitai. It 
was the smash-upof a fraudulent association 
which started the movement in this city for 
a bill like the defeated one. Three or four 
months have passed since then. The scare 
has been forgotten and the old happy-go- 
lueky way of doing business is to be contin- 
ued till the inevitable day of reckoning 
comes. 2 


CHICAGO AS A CONTINENTAL RAILROAD 
TERMINUS. 

There was published last week an account 
of the working arrangement’’ which has 
been made between the Northern Pacific and 
Wisconsin Central Railroads, which is to 
endure for a hundred years, or till there is 
another centennial jubilee. Though each 
line retains its separate charter, there will 
be but one President and Executive Board 
for the two. There will be unity of manage- 
ment for a road stretching from the mouth 
of the Chicago River to Tacoma, on the 
waters of Puget Sound. 

While this city is thus linked with one of 
the northernmost of the Pacific ports of the 
United States another continuous road equal- 
ly well equipped, the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé, counects it with the splendid har- 
bor of San Diego, the southernmost on the 
west coast. As the waters of springs sepa- 
rated but by afew feet flow toward the Pacitic 
and thé Guif of Mexico, and thus empty into 
opposing oceans, thus the Northern Pacific 
and the Atchison, starting in the same divis- 
ion of this city, with depots but a biock 
apart, turn one tothe southwest and the 
other to the northwest, and, after pursuing 
a course of 2,500 miles, reach termini which, 
following the curves and bends of the coast, 
are 1,500 miles apart. One of them ends 
where the streams are alive with salmon and 
the mountains are covered with timber. The 
other terminates in a land of tropical fruits 
or flowers. One traverses the wheat, the 
other the corn belt. 

These are not the only roads, however, 
which unite this city with the west toast, 
and thus with China, Japan, and the Islands 
of the Sea, though they are the only continu- 
ous ones. The Central and Union Pacific 
stretch from San Francisco to Omaha, 
whence three great lines run to Chicago, the 
natural terminus of all roads. Furthermore, 
the Burlington has an independent line to 
Denver, and from there to Salt Lake City. 

It is probably a mere question of time when 
the Central and Union Pacific may find out 
that their interests requires them to come to 
Chicago. Unless they can make an ar- 
rangement’ with the Rock Island, however. 
it will be impossibie for them to get quarters 
anywhere near their transcontinental rivais 
in the South Division. There is now no land 
left taere forsucha purpose. The Wiscon- 
sin Central was fortunate enough to secure 
an admirable situation on the South Branch, 
and the Atchison was driven to the east- 


wurd and had to buy out some hundreds ot 
owners and tenants along State street and 


Third avenue to “find a place for the sole of 
its feet.“ 

None of these roads which have thus made 
Chicago their starting point have come here 
because they were subsidized to do so. No 
gifts of city bonds or lands coaxed them. 
They came because they saw it was for their 
business interests to do it. The railroad likes 


and says they had to get rid of him, first, 


the profit of the long baui” ¢ on both passen- 
gers and freight. It likes to have its Dusi- 
ness accumulated for it at some great central 
point, whence it may carry 1t over long dis- 
tances. Of these great points of collection 
and distribution this continént has thus far 
but two—New York and Chicago. Doubt- 
less at a later day there will be a third—San 
Francisco, Of these one will face toward 
Asia, the other toward Europe, and tne 
other, greater than either of them, will face 
east and west and south, the commercial, 
tinancial, and manufacturing centre of the 
States between the Rocky Mountains and 
the Alleghanies. 


BLOOD ON THE MOON. 
Considering the heated term the amount of

| sponsible for it. First, there is Senator In-

These men might 
have been Turks or Sicilians, as far as any 
insignia pronounced them good Americans 
and loyal. A marsha) had the right to turn 
them out of the parade altogether.” There 
is nothing which roiles old Tecumseh so thor- 
oughly as any omission to pay respect to the 
National flag. His wrath is not due to the 
fact that the offenders were South-Caro- 
linians. Had they been New-Yorkers or 
Illinoisans he would have been just as mad. 

Third, comes Rosécrans and falls foul of 
Sherman for somecriticisms recently made by 


him which Old Rosy thinks reflect upon him- | 


self. He asks where Sherman ever won a 


battle, charges him with being reckless in his 
statements, avers that he speaks and writes 


without any consideration and frequently 
has to take back what he says, aud winds up 
with an old woman’s backhander—that in- 
stead of being 69 years of age he is 73! 

Fourtb, the Butler- Porter war reminis- 
cences, though pretty hot already, are only in 
their incipiency. The old fellows have ex- 
changed single shots and are getting ready 
for broadsides, just as if any one cares 
whether Porter ran away from an imaginary 
Rebel ram or Butler was towed into New 
Orleans by Porter. The public remembers 
both of them got there ali the same” and 
New Orleans was captured. AS no one will 
ever be able to get at the rights of the dis- 
pute and no one cares which is in the right, 
the matter is hardly worth stirring up; but 
old soldiers will be old soldiers and they like 
to fight their battles over again. There is 
no serious issue at stake, but it is not a good 
example for the rising generation. There is 
altogether too much realism about it. We 
like to idealize the old fellows as heroes, and 
it is painful to see them parading their 
human weaknesses in such a conspicuous 
manner a whole generation away frum the 
time when they were actors in the National 
drama. It is on à par with the recent ef- 
forts of some mousing iconoclasts to make it 
appear that the great and good Father of his 
Country was fond of drink, cards, horse 
races, and betting, and had a weakness for 
the fair.sex. Let us not scrutinize our heroes 
too closely. They were human. 

Fifth, the Ward McAllister row will not 
end apparently for weeks to come. The 
leader of the 400 keeps reiterating I told 
you so“; and now comes Gouverneur Morris, 
Secretary of the Entertainment Committee, 


„because he was congenitally incapable of 
formulating any business proposition so that 
any possible human being could understand

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MR. DEPEW ON RAILROAD POOLS.! 

It must not be forgotten that in his state- 
ment before the Senate Committee on Inter- 
State Commerce Chauncey Depew spoke, not 
as a citizen or disinterested public man, but 
as the attorney and chief representative of 
the Vanderbilt railroad system. Hence it 
was that he protested against anything that 
would permit other roads to lower charges 
and take traffic away from the system he 
represents. The question with Mr. Depew 
as a railroatt President and the representa- 
tive of the Vanderbilts is to get as much 
traffic as possible and levy on it for the high- 
est rates it can be made to pay. That is 
what he is therefor. If Mr. Depew should 
deyote his great abilities to devising plans 
and schemes for the benefit of railroad ship- 
pers and the general public he could not re- 
main in the employ of the Vanderbilts for a 
day. As Mr, Depew said, the effectof the 
Inter-State law has been beneficial to the pub- 
lic at the expense of the roads, and he might 
have added that it is his duty to his employ- 
ers to devise something that will be bene- 
ficial to the roads at the expense of the pub- 
lic, and for that reason he insists that rail- 
road pools should be legalized. 

When it is remembered that Mr. Depew is 
President of the New York Central it should 
not be thought strange that he makes such 
assertions as this: It seems to me that it is 
a queer law which tries to regulate the 
American roads and allows an alien road 
that does nothing for the support of the Gov- 
ernment to come in and cut rates.” This 
may seem strange to a railroad President, 
but there is nothing singular about it to 
shippers. One of the prime purposes of the 
Inter-State act, which Mr. Depew says has 
been beneficial to the public, was to promote 
competition between railroads. Hence if an 
“alien road” (meaning a Canadian road) is 
making competitive rates it would seem that 
the object of the law is attained ia that in- 
stance and there need be no further coneern 


about such a carrier, but attention should be 


directed to the roads which have banded 
themselves together in a pool to prevent the 
public getting the advantages which the law 
contemplates. If the roads aided and subsi- 
dized by the American people with a view to 
secure Competitive rates will not grant such 
advantages there is certainly no reason why 
the desired benefit should not be accepted 
trom a Canadian road which got all its aid 
and subsidies from the Dominion Govern- 
ment.

Commissioner Fink—In everything except that 
we no longer divide earnings or direct freight. 


Here is the plain admission that the old 
pools which thé Thter-State act was designed 
to destroy are stillin existence and have in 
large measure checkmated the enforcement 
of the law. Division of earnings and diver- 
sions of freight were simply instrumentali- 
ties to prevent competition, but were aban- 
doned because. they were clearly within 
the strict letter of the Inter-State act. The 
desired result—viz.: the destruction of com- 
petition—is now reached through the device 
of differential rates, and while a most im- 
portant provision of the Inter-State act 
is this rendered inoperative it is 
claimed there is no technical violation of the 
law. With most marvelous assurance rail- 
road officials who testify how they have re- 
arranged their pools to prevent that free 
competition ‘between carriers which the 
Inter-State act sought to secure demand the 
severe punishment of roads which are mak- 
ing competitive rates and giving the public 
the advantages which the law contemplated. 
Congress can legatize railroad pools and pro- 
vide for the punishment of roads that com- 


pete for traffic only when it is prepared to 


legislate generaily on behalf of trustism and 
monopoly and against the public. The rail- 
road pool was the first and greatest of the 
trusts, and its power is still practically undi- 
minished. The attempt made in the Inter- 
State act to prohibit these pools has failed 
and not a fine or penalty has been inflicted. 
The question for Congress is, whether it will 
surrender or make an effort to have its au- 
thority respected. 


ENGLAND’S GROWING FRIENDSHIP FOR US: 
There is constantly increasing and well 
founded evidence of a remarkable change of 
sentiment in England towards this country 
and a growing feeling of good will on the 
part of Englishmen towards Americans. A 
dispatch from London recently stated that in 
forecasting the future of the Prince of 
Wales’ eldest son there is a general desire 
that he should secure a matrimonial alliance 
with some wealthy American girl. It was 
recognized that the people have no more 
money they want to squander upon the 
Queen's grandchildren and that the Queen 
herself is too close to give them much. 
Hence in their estimation the best outlook 
for the heir apparent after the old lady has 
gone to a better worid is a rich American 
girl, and they argue, not without much 
shrewdness, that such a democratic alliance 
would tend to add to the duration of the 
crown. All this may be a matter of pleas- 
antry, but it serves to illustrate the change 
of feeling among the English people. In the 
same direction of sentiment is the following 
dispatch from London of the 4th inst.: 


All the London dailies, since the beginning of 
the inauguration ceremonies in New York, have 
published leaders commenting in the mrost com- 
plimentary fashion on American events. Par- 
ticular stress is laid on the fact that the Samoan 
couference in Berlin is carried on in Euglish, and 
the conference is looked upon as the début of the 
Luited States in European diplomacy. The 
change in our favorin other quarters is decided. 

Now the American flag is waving in a number 
of London theatres, and it is greeted in a fashion 
that is rather startiing. Atthe most pretentious 
ballet that London has ever seen there is a 
parade of soldiers of different nations, and the 
audience expresses its sentiments as the flags 
are brought forward to national airs. The Brit- 
ish flag is, of course. cheered first, then comes 
the German standard amid hisses and shrieks of 

Battenberg,“ after which there is usually more 
or less riotous demonstration against the Russian 
imperial standard. At the tail end of the proces- 
sion a score of Yankee middies bring the Ameri- 
can flag down to the footlights. I think every- 


body was surprised at the reception the flag 


reteived the first night. Prolonged applause 
turned into cheering, and ever since the Stars 
and Stripes have played a most conspicuous 
part in the spectacle. 


One does not need to look far for the cause 
of this significant change of sentithent on the 
partof the English people. They recognize 
the fact that there has been a radical change 
in relative influence, that the brains 
are here and the men who own them, 
and that the wealth is here and is increasing 
at such a rate that we shall soon be rich 
enough to buy alt England. More important 
than all else their politicians and statesmen 
are sagacious enough tô observe that the 
centre of Anglo-Saxon power is here and 
that it is in this direction they must look if 
they wish to offset the great and dangerous 
Slavic Empire of Russia. The alarming 
menace of England, Germany, and Austria, 
practically of all Europe, is Slavic domina- 
tion. It is a pushing, growing, aggressive 
race. Its tendency is toconsolidate. Russia, 
Slavic as she is, has not gathered in all her 
Slavic neighbors, but they are bound to come. 
There are the Poles, the Slavic majority 
of Hungary and Bohemia, and the 
numerous small Slavic principalities of 
the Balkan Peninsula reaching down 
to Turkey and Greece. When Rus- 
sia, following out the doctrines of nationali- 
ty, assimilates all these Slavic peoples she 
will add twenty millions to her population. 
Englard has observed this consolidating ten- 
dency. She sees Constantinople slowly but 
surely slipping out of the Turk’s grasp and 
Russia pushing her railroads into Persia and 
Afghanistan and back of India and China 
England must have an ally, if only for moral 
influence, and she knows we are the only ally 
she can find. She looks to her own progeny 
here, to the half-sympathy of the Germans, 
and to the whole sympathy of the Irish once 
Giadstonianism prevails and home rule is se- 
cured, for Irish hostility is hostility only to 
Toryism. Her only hope is here, and she 
will yet be willing to give us Canada and 
throw in the West Indies with her blessing 
for the sake of our friendliness ana moral 
influence to restrain Russia. We are the 
only Nation who can do-much for her, and 
looking forward to the certain prospect of 
preponderating Slavic 
power. with no hope of an alliance on the 
Continent while France remains hostile to 
Germany, the reason is clear enough why 
England is desirous to cement a great Anglo- 
Saxon alliance. 


Ir appears that the present conflict. be- 
tween the army and the navy—between Gen. 
Butler and Admiral Porter—is not the first 
tussle they have had. Sixteen years ago 
Secretary Robeson sold to the General for 

5,000 the yacht America, a captured biock- 
ade runner, once called the Wanderer, which 
had been retained in the service of the Gov- 
érnment as a dispatch boat. This did not 
meet with the approval of Admiral Porter, 
then on duty at the yard where the America 
was. He valued her at $40,000 and had just 
had $4,000 worth of repairs puton her. Be- 
ing unable to stop the sale, he proceeded to 
strip the ship. He took off the new sails and 
new keel, so that she might be in no better 
condition than before the repairs. Butler 
found this out and followed up the property 
of which he held that he had been un- 
lawtully deprived through every department 
and court til he got it back, to the 
last yard of canvas and the ‘last spike. 
Naturally Porter’s course irritated Benjamin, 
and it is more than likely that he has been 
waiting these many years to get a chance at 
his foeman. He carried the stone in his 
hand seven years, then turned it, and car- 
ried it another seven, and then threw it. 
Gen. Butler in his report of 1862 does not 
state the case agaihst Porter as strongly as 
he now does. He then said: “The iron

To figure accurately on the loss in money 
entailed by the fire is next to impossible. It 


has been stated that seventy buildings were 


destroyed, but thisis only an estimate, as the 
ruin was so complete that it was often a ques- 


tion whether a pile of ashes represented one 
or more buildings. None of the burned

generally accepted in Moreland. 
The smoke issuing from the windows of 
the Presbyterian church was first seen from 
a house acrose the street by a canvasser for 
the City Directory and a painter named 
O’Brien. They thought at first the fire was 
in an ash box at the southwest corner of the 
building, but later discovered it in the inte- 
rior of the church. O’Brien saw two boys 
running from the back of the building as he 
was climbing through a window, but says 
he could not identify them. | 

The church cost $1,600 a year and a half 
ago, and contained an organ worth $500. The 
insurance will probably cover two-thirds of 
the loss. The dwellings owned by real es- 
tate firms were all insured, but many of the 
buildings owned by individuals were without 
insurance. 

Master Mechanic Tilton at once stopped 
work in the car shops ana released the men 
in order that they might save their homés 
from the fire. Four locomotive engines with 
their tender tanks full of water were sent 
from the shops to Moreland. The water they 
carried was of great service. 

Details of police from the West Chicago 
Avenue and Warren Avenue Stations were 
in attendance at the blaze. Acting Capt. 
Laughlin and Lieut. Schierman were in 
command. . 

An employé in Swartz & Williams’ hard- 
ware store started to drive a wagon over a 
burning bridge across a ditch in front of the 
store. The bridge gave way and the driver 
Was thrown into the flames. He escaped 
with a slight scorching. 

After M. Hoith had saved most of his stock 
of shoes from the fire he found several men 
carting away about half of the salvage. They 
said they were taking the goods to a place of 
safety. Many of the unfortunates com- 
plained that their goods were being carried 
away, while others were so confusea that 
they could not remember where they had 
put articlés after carrying them out of the 
houses. 

SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 

Many were the pitiful as well as ludicrous 
scenes presented. All along the railroad 
tracks on Kinzie street and crowded on the 
open prairie were hundreds of women and 
children gathered around small piles of furni- 
ture weeping and wringing their hands over 
all that was left of their earthly possessions. 
So frantic did some become when they saw 
that their dwellings were doomed that 
they rushed into the houses  regard- 
less of danger only to return bafiied 
or bearing some trifling and worthless article 
of furniture or wearing apparel. Many haa 
to be forcibly restrained from entering their 
burning homes. Some of the dwellings were 
occupied by as many as four families. In one 
house on Hubbard street people wefe living 
and all of them lost their everything and will 
be obliged to depend on the charity of neigh- 
‘bors. Atatime when it seemed as though 
nothing could save the north end 
of the town scores who lived blocks 
beyond the point where the fire was finally 
stepped moved out their household goods 
and carried them in wagons and carts to 4 
place ot probable safety and were without a 
place to sleep during the night. 

One poor old man with hair as white as the 
driven snow. sat upon an old tea chest neur 
the tracks gazing ruefully at the ruins of his 
little dwelling. This is all 1 have left.“ 
said he, pointing to the chest, from seventy 
years of hard toil. Lam alone in the world 
and will have to go to the poorhouse.” 

A poor woman sut upon the ground folding 
to her breast an old calico dress and a pair of 
oldslippers. Another, dragging a little girl 
by the arm and fondly hugging an old pil- 
low, ran about wildly laughing at the scene 
of destruction. 

Mrs. ©’Connor, who lost everything, was 
seen when the fire had spent its fury roam- 
ing aimlessly about the place where her 
dwelling once stood, carrying a coal-hod and 
picking up bits of partly burned and smoking 
articles. Officers were obliged to use force 
in dratging her from the scene. 

A ZEALOUS SOLDIER, 

Asmoke-begrimed member of the Salva- 
tion Army, who had worked like a Trojan 
while the fire lasted, procureda bucket of 
water and a dipper and went about crying: 
Water to drink,“ and discoursing choice 
bits of Bible quotations as, The blood of 
Christ cleanseth from all sins.” “ What 
does it profit a man if he gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul.“ The water 
if not the Gospel Was acceptable to the thirsty 
crowd. | 

The fact that the fire took place in the day 
time accounts for the absence of loss of life. 
Had it occurred in the night time, with many 
of the tenement houses crowded full of sleep- 
ing people, there must have been great loss 
of life and the scene would have been one of 
added horror. 

While the firemen, aided by the onlookers, 
were attempting to tear down a burning 
building on the corner of Forty-seventh and 
Indiana streets a man was precipitated into 
the fire by the breaking of a pole, but was 
rescued by one of the firemen. He was 
biackened and slightiy burned about the 
face. 

On the corner of Forty-seventh and Indi- 
ana stands the house of Knute Hogieson. 
Upon this the firemen concentrated their 
efforts to prevent the fire from 
spreading to a long row of cottagés. Mr. 
Hogleson evidentiy did not sympathize with 
the men in their efforts to save his dwelling. 
Poking his head out of the window he criea: 
„Let it burn. I guest the insurance will 


cover it.“ 


Hanlon's men distinguished themselves. 
One woman who had forgotten some valua- 
bles, crazed with excitement, rushed through 
the fire and smoke into her house. Her three 
little children followed her. Truckman Canty 
ran after her and carried out first the 
mother and then the children, and also se- 
cured some valuable papers, but did not 
escape himself without receiving severe 
burns. 

WENT TEMPORARILY INSANE. 

George A. Elliott, a shop hand, seeing his 

dwelling and furniture burning, went tem- 


loud prayers and singing songs. 

While most of the people living in 
Cicero and the surrounding villages 
did all in their power to aid people left home- 
less by the fire, some instances of contrary 
nature were displayed. One man refused to 
lend his horse and buggy to carry a homeless 
family to an empty house in Cicero. Several 
angry men took it upon themselves to kick 
him from Forty-seventh street to Forty- 
eighth wulle hundreds of veople were look- 
ing on. 

As one of the engines came down Lake 
street one of the horses gave out and the 
driver jumped down from his seat, stopped a 
passing scavenger cart, unhitched the horse 


drove on without saying one word, leaving 
the driver seated on his cart with wide open 
mouth and starmg eyes unable to compre- 
hend what had taken place. 

An employé in the car shops came home to 
find his house in ashes and his wife sitting 
on a pile of carpet that had been saved. 
„Well, Mary,” he said, “I see you are 
alive.” Then he took her in his arms and 
they both cried. 

An excited woman told a reporter that 
though she had lost all ner household goods 
she thanked Heaven she had saved her 
canaries and two broods of young birds.

EX-SECRETARY WHITNEY TELLS WHAT 
HAS BEEN DONE FOR THE NAVY. 


He Thinks the Cleveland Administration 


Should Have the Credit for Laying the 


Foundation and Making It Possivie to 


Construct Complete Modern Ships in 
This Country—Vessels That Are Being 
Bullt—Possibilities of the Dynamite 
Gan.

Lonpon, May 8.—W. C. Whitney, who was 
Secretary of the Navy in President Cleve- 
land’s Cabinet for four years, and whois now 
in London, was asked by a reporter wnat the 


United States had accomplished during his 


term in the matter of improving its navy. At 
first he was rather disinclined to talk upon 
the subject. Upon its being represented to 
him, however, tnat the subject was one in 
which not only Americans but Euglishmen 
also are greatly interested, and that no one 
was better qualified than he to furnish the 
desired information, he consented to speak. 

“This is uncongenial atmosphere, I am 


afraid, in which to talk on that subject,“ he 


said, for if you drop into the House of 
Uommons, as I did yesterday, you find the 
subject undder discussion to be a bill for the 
expenditure of $80,000,000 or $90,000,000 upon 
new naval construction. To be sure the bill 
covers contemplated construction for the 
next four years, yet the provision 
and plans at first thought appear ex- 
cessive. What strikes an American most 
forcibly in listenmg to that debate 
is not the large sum of money asked for 


but the ability to spend that sum ut once. 


Enormous shipbuilding facilities are pos- 
sessed here, you see. The building has to 
go along in addition to the ordinary construc- 
tion for commercial purposes, ana it indi- 
cates England’s great resources to draw 
upon. The fact really is that the United 
States has now only made a beginning to- 
wards building up its navy. The Administra- 
uon of President Cleveland was not able, so 
far as navalaffairs are concerned, more es- 
pecially in the line to which I have alluded 
as existing here, to do more. But it developed 
in our country facilities for the creation of a 
navy modern in character.” ‘ 
WHAT CLEVELAND DID. 

“You do not mean that no shipbuilding 
has been done, do vou!“ , 

„O, no; we are building a good many ships 
now, but I was referring to the most notable 
result of the Administration from a naval 
point of view. As I look at it, President 
Cleveland's Administration should be cred- 
ited not merely with what has thus far been 
actually done in the way of construction but 
with the fact that we can now create entirely 
from our own resources every modern 
implement of war of the highest character, 
including war vessels of the highest types, 
with their guns and armor. Upon the acces- 
sion of President Cieveiand to power neither

There 
was reason for reducing rather than 
increasing our navy. Naturally the 
habit of 8 old ships instead of 
building new ones became fixed upon us and 
so, after a series of years, we practically had 
no serviceable navy and there was a general 
lack of confidence in the Navy Department. 
President Cleveland reversed te policy 
which had been for a long time pursued and 
phe old navy has been ällowed to die a nat- 
urai death. During his Administration we 
had in course of construction war vessels 
modern in character of over 75,000 tons. 
Abovt half this tonnage is armored ships, 
and of unarmored ships—those of the class 
known as protected cruisers—we are build- 
ing seven of ac average of 4,000 tons each 
and with a guaranteed speed of nineteen knots 
and upwards. In this class of vessels we 
will soon rank second only to England.”’

„es, we have neurly finished at Wash- 
ington an ordnance factory for furnishing 
heavy naval ordnance and cranes and nec-

Justice Hannen suggested a postponement 
of the inquiry into this matter until further 
documents were before the court. 

Archbishop Walsh here took the stand. He 
testified that he came to the conclusion be- 
fore 1879 that there was need of a defensive 
land organization, and was proceeding to 
give his opinion of the necessity for such an 
organization when Justice Hannen inter- 
posed, saying the inquiry must be limited to 
whether or not the Land League was neces- 
sary. 

Attorney General Webster submitted that 
matters of opinion were not admissible. 

Mr. Bigger urged that opinion evidence had 
been given over and over again by hire- 
lings of the Government.“ 

Justice Hannen warned Mr. Bigger that 
he must not make use of such expressions. 

Mr. Bigger then said that unless such evi- 
dence was admitted the whole inquiry would 
end in a farce. 5 

The Judges here retired to consider the 
matter privately. On their return Justice 
Hannen announced they had decided that it 
was not permissibie to ask any witness, how- 
ever distinguished, abstract questions of 
opinions. The facts known tothe witness 
ought to be laid before the court before opin- 
ions based thereon were meptioned. The 
mere expression of Archbishop Walsh’s 
opinion, the Justice said; was inadmissible. 

The Archbishop, continuing, said that in 
the course of his visits through his diocese 
he had abundant means of knowing that the 
league denounced outrages.

He saw nothing in the actions of the mem- 
bers of the league to forbid the clergy join- 
ing the organization.

-MANUFACTURE OF BINDING TWINE, 


The Penitentiary Commissioners Tell What 
the Plant Would Cost. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., May 8.— [Special.] — The 
Southern Penitentiary Commissioners sent 
their report on the Chapman Twine Trust 
8 to both Houses tnis morning. It 
ys: 
We find that the present market price of sisal 


grass is about 11 cents; manilla from 18 to 14 
cents perpound.

Hem 
is somewhat cheaper. hether this price is “4 
duced by the Twine Trust. or by the , de- 
mand, or both, we are unable to ascertain, The 
machinery for manufacturing this twine is com- 
plicated and expensive, being covered by patents 
and manufactured by but one or two firms in the 
United States. Manufacturers offered to fur- 
nish us machinery on the cars at New York for 
about $7,000 for each ton-producing capacity per 
day. hat is to say, the machinery for a factory 
that would turn out ten tons of twine per day, or 
7 tons per annum, and give employment to 
itty prisoners, would gost delivered in lilinois 
$70,000, plus the frieight. It is estimated that 
there was used in Umnoig more than twice this 
amount of twine last year. From the above it 
would seem that a factory containing machinery 
— — and n 125 conviets 
early or quite supply the d 
binding twine in nde. * n 
As to the feasiovility for starting such a factory 
in one of the prisons of this State we do not 
doubt it can de done. But nothing can be ac- 
complished in time for the present season. Ma- 
chinery must be manufactured to order. Con- 
victs must be taught the use of the complicated 
and delicate m jnery.

GENERAL SPRINGFIELD NEWS. 


The Revenue Bill Advanced to Third Read- 
ing iu the Senate. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 8.—{Special.|—The 
Washburn Crafts Revenue bill, which was 
a special order, in the Senate this morning, 
was advanced to third reading. Senator 
Gibbs vainly strove to place a limitation 
upon the number of acres exempt from taxa- 
tion to be used for cemetery purposes, claim- 
ing that in Chicago there were cemeteries 
run by stock companies, who make great 


profit. 

The bill is the same as that on third read- 
ing in the House. It increases the powers of 
the Town Boards of Review, makes the 
Town Clerk and Supervisor ex-officio Assess- 
ors, and confers on them the right to in- 
crease, change, or alter the assessment. It 
also confers the same powers on the County 
Board, and gives the State Board of Equali- 
zation woe gg to raise the assessment to 
any amount. In the House bill, the other 
day, the latter feature was eliminated, and 
the power of the State Board to raise or 
lower the assessment was limited to 10 per 
cent. There is an effort making to have the 
two Houses compromise upon 15 per cent. 


The Compulsory Education Bill. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 8.— [Special.] —-Mr. 
Sundelius got his Compulsory Education bill 
through the House today. It repeals the law 
of 1583 and requires any parent or person 
having under his or her control a child be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 14 years to cause 
such child to attend a public or private school 
in the city or district in which he or she re- 
sides for a period of at least twelve weeks 
and no more than twenty-four weeks in a 
year. No institution is to be regarded asa 
school under the provisions of the act unless 
there shall be taught therein the English 
language, reading, writing, arithmetic, his- 
tory of the United States, and geography. 


, Action on Labor Bills. 

SPRINGPIELD, III., May 8.--[Special.]—The 
Senate Committee on Labor and Manv- 
factures this afternoon favorably considered 
the House bill of Mr. Ross of La Salle re- 
quiring mine bosses to pass an examination 
ana receive a certificate of competency. 

The bill of Senator Bassett making it a 
criminal offense to use the seal of any labor 
organization or to forge the signature of any 
officer was also recommended for passage, 
but Senator Garrity’s Anti-Boycott bill was 
ordered reported back with the recommenda- 
tion that it do not pass. 


Fl ws in the Election Bill. 

SPRINGFIELD, III.. May 8.—{Special.]—It 
has been discovered that the Johns Election 
bill; which has passed the Senate and is 
being considéred by a sub-committee of the 
House Committee on Elections, would, if it 
became a law, leave Chicago without any 
provision for the election of Electors, State 
officers, Judges of courts, members of Con- 
gress, members of the Legislature, for the 
manner of printing ballots, the manner of 
voting tor members of the Legislature, no- 
tices of election, etc. 


Legislative Notes.

ing this conclusion, as it will come back to the 
House tomorrow.

MUCH ADO OVER A NAME. 


REPUBLICANS IN WINDGATE, IND., 
ACHIEVE A GREAT VICTORY. 


They Induce Mr. Clarkgon to Change the 
Name of Their Town and Thereby Deal 
Senator Voorhees and Other Democrats 
a Blow—Senator Quay’s Determination— 
Wants of Nebraskans—Public Printer 
Palmer—Miscellaneous Capital Gossip. 


Wasuixotox, D. C., May 8—[Special.]— 
Several Indiana statesmen were at the 
Post-Office Department today and changed 
the name of an Indiana town from Whitlock 
to Windgate. This will cause a great rejoic- 
ing in that little village tonight, where dis- 
patches were sent announcing the change of 
name. Thattown and the various names 
given it are the source of much amusement 
to the citizens of all Indiana. Some years 
ago when it was called “Pleasant Hill” 
there were no railroad facilities anywhere 
hear the place. 

W hen the Toledo & St. Louis Railway was 
under construction an enterprising Repub- 
lican citizen named John C. Windgate sub- 
scribed liberally towards having this road 
lay its tracks through Pieasant Hin. 
Through his influence the road was con- 
structed with Pleasant Hill on its main line. 
The citizens of the village at once recognized 
the valuable service Windgate rendered it 
and a proposition was set forth urging that 
the place take his name thereafter. ere 
was considerable opposition by the Demo- 
orats at this proposition, but the majority 
ruled and the name of the place was changed 
to Windgate. At the beginning of Cieve- 
land's Administration the dispute about the 
name continued and the Postmaster General, 
as a compromise, changed the name of the 
town from Windgate to Whitlock. This 
change wrought great confusion in the dis- 
tribution of the mails on account of similar-: 
ity of the name with another town close by 
named Whitelick. A petition was got out 
and signed by every Republican there to 
have the namé changed back to Windgate. 

But Senator Voorhees took av interest in 
the fight at this stage of the game and de- 
manded of the Postmaster General te pay no 
attention to the petition. The consequences 
were the petition was pigeonholed in the de- 
partment until today, when it was resur- 
rected by Assistant Postmaster General 
Clarkson. The first thing his gaze fell upon 
was a telegram on the top of the package 
containing the names of those not wanting 
the name of the town changed. This tele- 

ram bore the signature of Senator D. W. 

oorhees, who had written: Under no 
consideration change the name of this Town 
of Whitlock.”’ 

Mr. Clarkson looked over the petitions and 
listened to the advice of a distinguished 
party who had requested that the papers rel- 
ative to Whitlock be resurrected. He then 
ordered the name of the town changed back 
from Whitlock to Windgate. Mr. Windgate 
had promised the boys of his town that if the 
desired change be made in the town’s name 
he would allow them to paint his house any 
color they chose. The last time they were 
given this liberty they painted his house 
pink, and instead of using linseed they 
mixed their paint with coal olf. It was said 
on * authority at that time that the Town 

f Windgate could be detected for ten miles 
on account of the odor of coal oil. Tonight it 
is trusted that if the boys paint the proper 
sort of oil will be used. 


There were many callers at the White 
House today, the majority of whom would 
like to serve their country in some way or 
other, provided ample remuneration is re- 
ceived for so doing. But among {he many 
applicants for office there was no one who 
filed any indorsements for Public Printer, 
the first day this important place has been 
neglected since March 4. Nebraska was 
among the early arrivals to pay her 
respects to the President, represented 
by Senators Manderson and Paddock and 
Representative Connell of Omaha. The trio 
had a duty to perform. They asked the 
President to give careful consideration to 
the claims of Judge Lewis A. Groff of 
Omaha, whose name hey presented as a can- 
didate for the vacant place on the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. Another name 
they brought forward was Judge O. P. Mason 
and the position they want him to grace is 
known as Commissioner of Railroads and is 
now hela by Gen. J. E. Johnston. They also 
introduced Irving J. Manatt of Lincoln, Neb., 
who wants to be United States Minister to 
Greece. Attention was directed to the fact 
that Mr. Manatt’s appointmentis asked for 
by thirty of the largest educational institu- 
tions in the country, and he expects to be the 
favored one,

Senator Quay is determined that his man 
Gilkison be appointed Federal Judge for 
Florida. „He came here late Sunday night 
for the purpose of laying his constituent’s 
name before the President, ana expected to 
leave the next day. But circumstances sur- 
rounding the safe landing of Mr. Gilkison 
compelled the Pennsylvania Senator to re- 
main here today, when he left for Phitadel- 
phia. Hamilton Disston, a prominent poli- 
tician and manufacturer of Pennsylvania, 
is also much interested in Gilkison, and 
would like to have him get the Florida Judge- 
ship. The Florida Republicans are incensed 
at the probability of a man outside the State 
being given the position of State Judge. 
They claim Hamilton Disston is interested in 
a large tract of land in Upper Florida which 
is now undergoing litigation. It is not just, 
these Republicans say, for any intimate 
friend of his to be appointed on the Supreme 
bench of that State. It is probable that the 
case of Col. Gilkison will be determined 
finally tomorrow. 


Among the candidates for Consular posi- | 
tions whose names have been presented to 
Secretary Blaine this week is Col. Weeks of 
Evanston. He wantsto be Consul at Hono- 
lulu. It is said in his behalf that he has 
lived in the Sandwich Islands and is familrar 
with the country. 

B. W. Goldberg of Chicago has a prefer- 
ence for the Consul Generalship at Berlin, 
but said frankly to a reporter that he was 
willing to compromise on the Consuiship at 
Manchester. r. Goldberg said he has a 
large acquaintance in New York and Chica- 
go, and his many friends would rejoice ex- 
ceedingly if he secured an appointment. He 
saw the President yesterday, but came back 
today, he said, on a special invitation. Jesse 
Seligman and Chauncey M. Depew are said 
to be urging him. 


Poblic Printer Palmer was at the White 
House todey conferring with the President 
about the Government Printing Office. Gen. 
Palmer’s commission was countersigned by 
Secretary Blaine during the afternoon, and 
before night his bond had been completed. 
He will probably take charge of the dffice 
next Monday. Mr. Benedict, the present in- 
cumbent, has not resigned yet, but his head 
is off and he knows it. He says he feels sorry 
for his suvcessor. It seems to be understood 
that two or three of the candidates for Pub- 
lic Printer will be given places under Gen. 
Palmer. Col. W. R. Halloway is one of these. 
Gen. Palmer is still receiving congratulations 
over his appointment. It is one of the most 
popular selections made by President Harri- 
son. 


Samuel J. Randall has been illin this city 
for the last two or three weeks with the gout.

SKENE CONFESSES HIS GUILT. 


The Louthfal Murderer of Prof. Matchett 
at Last Breaks Down. 

GALENA, III., May 8.—[Special.]—Jonathan
